HERE IS ONE question that fans 
of the WWF ask us all the time: 
“Why do you rate Ric Flair and Rick 
Martel ahead of Hulk Hogan?” These 
fans go on to say that Hogan is the 
most popular wrestler in the sport, 
and that he usually polishes off his 
opponents in less than eight min- 
utes, Flair and Martel, they always 
tell me, have many matches that last 
well past 30 minutes, and, very of- 
ten, they end up bloody and 
exhausted, 
| usually answer them this way: 
Flair and Martel are not gifted with 


the size or strength that Hogan has. 
No one can deny that. But remem- 
ber, the sport is called wrestling. It is 
not bodybuilding or weightlifting. 
Physical size can win some matches 
against outclassed opponents. But a 
man with great wrestling ability will 
usually defeat a man with great 
strength. 

Neither Flair nor Martel can win 
matches by overpowering his oppo- 
nent. Both intelligently use their 
wrestling ability to keep his oppo- 
nent off-balance early in the match, 
Before long, 10 minutes have

elapsed. Flair’s and Martel’s oppo- 
nent has tried his best and is begin- 
ning to wear down. In fact, the big- 
ger and more musclebound the 
opponent, the more he is losing his 
strength. After 20 minutes, Flair and 
Martel, because of their superb con- 
ditioning and amateur background, 
are usually the stronger wrestlers. 
Now these two champions go on 
the offensive. It is the editorial posi- 
tion of the wrestling experts who 
work here that in a match, both Ric 
Flair and Rick Martel have the wres- 
tling ability to offset Hogan’s great 
power. We feel that they would set a 
pace that would tire Hogan after six 
or seven minutes. (Remember, Ho- 
gan almost never wrestles longer 
than 10 minutes, so his stamina has 
to be very suspect.) Flair would let 
his bigger opponent waste a lot of 
energy, and then, after about 25 min- 
utes of action, he would pin a tired 


‘Hogan. Martel, we feel, because he 


is younger and stronger than Flair, 
would pin Hogan in less than 20 
minutes. 

In addition, | have this further crit- 
icism of Hulk Hogan. | don’t think 
he’s a very good wrestler. Sure he’s 
successful, but as far as wrestling

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Rick Martel has been called many 
things. 

When he was paired in the WWF 
with Tony Garea in the early 1980s, 
he was called one half of the great- 
est scientific tag team the sport has 
ever seen, 

Later on, when Martel entered the 
AWA as a singles wrestler, he was 
called one of the most promising 
young athletes the AWA has ever 
seen. 

Now, as his first anniversary as 
AWA World heavyweight champion 
approaches, Martel is being hailed as 
one of the greatest scientific champi- 
ons of all-time. 

Rick Martel is a remarkable man. 
Since winning the AWA title from 
Jumbo Tsuruta on May 13, 1984, in 
St. Paul, Minnesota, Martel has been 
keenly aware of the fact that a cham- 
pion is only as good as the oppo- 
nents he defends against. And so 
Martel has defended his title with 
determination against scientific and 
rulebreaking opponents alike: Nick 
Bockwinkel, Bob Backlund, Brad 
Rheingans, Billy Robinson, Jim Gar-

vin, and Jumbo Tsuruta are just a 
few of the opponents Martel has 
faced as champion. 

Senior Editor Bill Apter, Associate 
Editor Craig Peters, and Assistant Edi- 
tor Eddie Ellner spoke with Martel 
prior to a recent title defense in 
Minneapolis. 


BILL APTER: Can you believe that it’s 
almost a full year since you won the 
AWA World title, Rick? 

RICK MARTEL: No, | really can't, Bill. 
| look back on the past year, and so 
much has happened so fast, it’s really 
amazing. It seems like maybe a month 
I’ve been champion but you're right, 
it’s almost a year. Wow! 

EDDIE ELLNER: When you look back 
on that year, what do you think 
were your greatest achievements as 
champion? 

MARTEL: | don’t know, it’s hard to 
say. | think—well, | don’t want to 
sound too egotistical, but | tried to 
bring a certain amount of respect back 
to the AWA World title, you know 
what | mean? | tried to make it a title 
that people can be proud of. 


CRAIG PETERS: As opposed to when 
Nick Bockwinkel held the title? 
MARTEL: Well, as opposed to that, 
and as opposed to other champions in 
wrestling today. You know, someone 
like Ric Flair—i respect Ric Flair for 
the ability he has, for his knowledge of 
scientific wrestling. Let’s face it, he is a 
great wrestler. But all too often he will 
bend the rules, he will disqualify him- 
self to save his title. | despise that. And 
then there are champions who are 
worried about the fans more than they 
are about their wrestling inside the 
ring. 

APTER: You've been described as a 


“blue-collar champion.” Do you 
think that’s. an —_ appropriate 
characterization? 


MARTEL: Blue-collar? Maybe. | know 
I'm the kind of wrestler who worries 
more about my wrestling than about 
my visibility in the rock ‘n’ roll world, 
or at fancy nightclubs, or anything like 
that. I like to think of myself as a 
working champion, because _ that’s 
what I do, I’m out there every night 
working, working, working. Wrestling 
is a tough life, but | love it, and | want 


to be the best | can possibly be. That 
takes a lot of work. 
ELLNER: Lately, a lot of your work 
has had to do with one Mr. Jim Gar- 
vin. Do you think Garvin is capable 
of winning the title from you? 
MARTEL: Good question, I’m tempted 
to say that anyone is capable of taking 
a title from any champion on any giv- 
en night; that’s the nature of profes- 
sional wrestling. It’s a cliche, maybe, 
but it’s true. With Garvin, though, | 
think the problem is more complex. | 
have to be worried about a lot more 
than simply his wrestling abilities. 1 
have to be worried about foreign ob- 
jects, | have to be worried about a 
severe and dangerous level of rule 
breaking, and | have td be worried 
about attacks from behind from that 
valet of his, Precious. 

ELLNER: There's also another thing 
you have to be worried about. 
MARTEL: What's that? 

ELLNER: You have to be worried 
about the psychological warfare that 
Garvin is waging. 

PETERS: That's right. This is really a 
war being fought on two fronts, isn’t 
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As Martel tries for a pin, Garvin's legs search for the ropes (above). Rick reaches back and unleashes 
his potent right hand (below). Martel has proven to be an excellent champion who is willing to give 
anyone a title shot. 
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it? It's being fought in the ring, and 
it's being fought out of the ring and 
in interviews. 

MARTEL: You know, I’m glad you 
brought this up, because I’m really be- 
ginning to get fed up with a lot of the 
stuff I’m hearing about me and Gar- 
vin. In one story, | read where there 
were rumors | would trade the AWA 
World title for Garvin's valet. Now 
that’s ridiculous! In the first place, | 
wouldn’t trade the title for anyone or 
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anything, and in the second place, | 
wouldn’t trade a useless pair of tat- 
tered wrestling trunks for that bimbo. 
APTER: \'ve never heard you talk like 
this before, Rick! 

MARTEL: Well, I’ve never had to deal 
with someone like Garvin and Pre- 
cious before. | don’t like what Garvin's 
doing. | don’t like it one bit. And | 
want to say, right now so that all the 
readers of your magazine can know 
for sure, that any fan reading some- 


thing in a magazine that Garvin has to 
say, or listening to something that Gar- 
vin has to say on television—well, take 
it with a few thousand grains of salt. 
Garvin's about as trustworthy and 
honest in what he says as he is trust- 
worthy and honest in the ring, and 
you all know what that’s like, 
PETERS: What do you think it will 
take to finally get Garvin out of your 
hair? 

MARTEL: | don’t know. How many 
times do | have to beat him? How 
many times do | have to put up with 
attacks from his valet? | don’t know 
what it will take, Craig. Maybe I'll 
have to pin him clean in the middle of 
the ring half a dozen times. Maybe I'll 
have to have a match with him where 
his valet is locked in a cage so she 
can't interfere. You know, these things 
can get out of hand, and that’s why 
I’m against having valets in principle, 
because you have to go to extreme 
measures, like locking her inside a 
cage or something, in order to get a 
fair one-on-one match where you 
know there won't be any interference.

HERE COMES A time in the life 

of every professional athlete when 
he senses himself on the brink of 
greatness. Physically and mentally he 
has reached a peak; he can do what 
he wants when he wants. No longer 
are the top men in his sport looked 
upon as heroes. All wrestlers may not 
be created equal, but our budding su- 
perstar believes himself as good as 
anyone else. 

There is an exhilaration to this time 
that is unequaled in any other profes- 
sion. It makes the brutal life of a pro- 
fessional athlete worthwhile. There is 
also great danger at this moment. If 
the wrestler fails to achieve his goals, 
something inside him dies. Though he 
may still have a successful career, he 
will never achieve what could have 
been possible. He never again fully be- 
lieves in himself. It comes as no sur- 
prise when others become champion. 
He starts saying there’s no disgrace in 
being very good instead of great. Yet, 
in the belly of his being, he looks 
upon himself as a failure of the most 
pathetic kind. 

Those who know him best say Mag- 
num T.A. is at that point in his career. 
He is poised to make his move for the 
NWA World championship. ES 


The next tow months will either make or break Magnum 
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he has struggled to achieve has begun 
to bear fruit. He is on the brink of 
superstardom. He’s ready to make the 
most important moves of his career. 
The next six months will determine 
whether he will realize his ambitions or 
be condemned to the ranks of the 
also-rans. 

Does Magnum have what it takes to 
be champion? Certainly, he’s a man 
who loves to take risks, delighting in 
pushing himself ever further, constantly 
demanding to discover and extend his 
limits.

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L THE FANS’ CHEERS

HE ARENA IS dark, save for a 

single purple spotlight illuminat- 
ing the ring. Over 18,000 New Jersey 
area wrestling fans buzz with antici- 
pation, because they know that in 
just a few seconds the combination 
that is regarded as the number one 
tag team in wrestling will hit the 
ring. 

Before then, however, ring an- 
nouncer Ken Resnick introduces 
their opposition: 

“In this corner, from Memphis, 
Tennessee, weighing in at 234 
pounds, Jerry ‘The King’ Lawler! And 
his partner, from Germany, weighing 
271 pounds, the clawmaster, Baron 
Von Raschke!” 

The applause and cheers are con- 
siderable. Lawler and Von Raschke 
are both enormously popular wres- 
tlers, with formidable reputations 
throughout the world. Their talents 
are not to be overlooked by any 
means, and though they have not 
wrestled in tag team formation very 
often, their collective experience 
would allow them to overcome 90 
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percent of the 
teams in the sport. 

But then, though seemingly im- 
possible, the anticipation grows even 
greater, and one suspects that the 
very walls of the Brendan Byrne 
Meadowlands Arena will burst with 
the tension. 

And when the first powerful 
sounds of Black Sabbath’s “Iron 
Man” thunder over the arena sound 
system, all 18,000-plus know that the 
moment is near: The Road Warriors 
are on their way! 

Necks strain as fans scramble to 
get the first look. The spotlight scans 
the dense crowd surrounding the 
dressing room entrance to find its 
target. 

The first sight anyone sees is a 
clenched fist waving a copy of The 
Wall Street Journal—it is Precious 
Paul Ellering, the manager of The 
Road Warriors. 

And then, like a pair of images 
from the darkest circle of hell, the 
bizarrely painted faces of Hawk and 
Animal stand out from the swarming

mass of fans surrounding Ellering. El- 
lering directs the arena security men 
to hold the fans back and away from 
his team, a task better suited to sev- 
eral dozen National Guardsmen in 
full riot gear. 


It’s the most remarkable 
phenomenon in 
professional wrestling: 
Fans are cheering wildly 
for a tag team that has 
built its peerless 
reputation by obliterating 
fan favorites. Yet The 
Road Warriors are not just 
any team; they are, by 
many standards, the 
greatest and most 
successful tag team ever. 
Could the fans’ cheers 
change them—and 
ultimately destroy them? 


When Hawk and Animal enter the 
ring, the deafening roar of the fans 
is an unbelievable catharsis for all 
the tension and anticipation that had 
gone on before. If waiting for the 
Warriors to enter the ring was like a 
rollercoaster car climbing the first 
big hill of Coney Island’s infamous 
“Cyclone,” their erttrance was like 
that car dropping half a mile at 
breakneck speed. 

The match hasn’t even begun, but 
Lawler and Von Raschke look wor- 
ried. Very, very worried.

What happens when a team that 
builds its reputation on beating fan 
favorites senseless receives thunder- 
ing cheers? What does this mean to 
the fans who cheer that team? What 
does it mean to the team itself? 

“There’s no question that The 
Road Warriors are in a unique posi- 
tion in the wrestling world,” noted 
Pro Wrestling Illustrated Associate 
Editor Craig Peters. “Someone like 
Jerry Lawler receives cheers wherev-

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ENOUGH HYPE— 
IT’S TIME TO WRESTLE! 


T REMINDS YOU of one of those 

anonymous murder mysteries. on 
TV where, at the pivotal moment, 
when all the suspects are seated to- 
gether in the same room, the detec- 
tive walks in and exclaims, “Some- 
thing fishy is going on around here, 
and I’m, going to find out what it is!” 
He then proceeds to unravel the 
crime and reveal the guilty party. 

This won't be as easy. There is some- 
thing fishy going on around the 
WWF, but who exactly the culprit is 
might prove impossible to pin- 
point—not that there aren’t several 
noteworthy suspects. What was once 
a centerpiece for professional wres- 
tling has been reduced to a circus 
sideshow. The wrestlers have been 
nudged aside to make room for rock 
stars, politicians, and hordes of other 
“celebrities.” 

The much publicized “rock and 
wrestling connection” first came to 
light last summer when Cyndi 
Lauper took up the cause of Wendi 
Richter and championed her to the 
World Women’s title. At the time, 
Lauper’s affiliation sent ripples of ex- 


citement throughout the wrestling 
world. Her association seemed logi- 
cal, given her previous business rela- 
tionship with Capt. Lou Albano, 
which soured over a period of 
months. Their feud eventually found 
a forum at New York’s Madison 
Square Garden, with Albano in Fabu- 
lous Moolah’s corner and Lauper at- 
tending to Richter’s. The event was 
broadcast live on MTV and was a 
smashing success on all fronts. 
Wrestling received an unexpected 
dose of publicity, in addition to a 
new Women’s champion for the first 
time in 27 years. 

Eventually, Lauper and Albano set- 
tled their differences and went on to 
co-chair the widely publicized Multi- 
ple Sclerosis fundraising drive, and 
the “rock and wrestling connection” 
seemed to have run its happy 
course. 

Not exactly. 

During an awards ceremony in the 
ring at Madison Square Garden last 
December, Roddy Piper attacked Al- 
bano, Lauper, and Lauper’s manager, 
Dave Wolff, involving, in the pro-

cess, WWF champion Hulk Hogan, 
who ran Piper out of the ring. After 
weeks of televised baiting on WWF 
wrestling shows and on MIV, a 
match was signed between Hogan 
and Piper. Proclaimed the “The War 
To Settle The Score,” the match re- 
ceived unprecedented amounts of 
publicity and was also carried live on 
MTV, which devoted an hour of 
prime network time for the telecast. 

What followed was a travesty of 
the first order. Interspersed with a 
history of the Hogan-Piper feud were 
comments from media figures rang- 
ing from rock singer Ted Nugent to 
unsuccessful Vice Presidential candi- 
date Geraldine Ferraro. 

The hype had now reached a fever 
pitch. Accompanying Piper and his 
bodyguard, Cowboy Bob Orton, to 
the ring was a drum-and-bagpipe 
marching band. Hogan’s entrance 
was, as usual, preceded by “Eye of 
the Tiger.” He was escorted to the 
ring by Lauper, Wolff, and Albano. At 
ringside, Hogan was stopped by Mr. 
T, who offered several words of 
encouragement. 

After NBC’s Bob Costas, acting as 
guest ring announcer, made the in- 
troductions, the match began. Ho- 
gan and Piper stood at center ring 
and did what the 20,000 fans in 
attendance expected them to do. 
The two men punished each other 
as if their lives depended on it. For 
too long they had been sequestered 
behind the pose of the media veil; it 
was now the wrestlers’ turn to re-

Piper 
and Orndorff continued their assault 
on the fallen champ, as Lotz re- 
mained unconscious on the mat. 

Cyndi Lauper attempted to enter 
the ring to aid Hogan but was re 


strained by Wolff. Piper and Orn- 
dorff turned their attention to the 
hyperactive singer and approached 
her menacingly. From ringside, in 
ran Mr. T to protect Lauper. Piper 
slugged Mr. T and sent him sprawl- 
ing to the canvas, and then he and 
Orndorff kicked the hapless TV star. 
By this time Hogan had regained 
his senses and rallied to Mr. T’s side. 
He chased Orndorff and Piper from 
the ring, but they soon returned 
with their other sidekick, Orton. The

SGT. SLAUGHTER 


GT. SLAUGHTER continues to 

ride high atop an enormous wave | 
of popularity . . . His vociferous pa- 
triotism has won him millions of fans | 
nationwide, as have “‘the Slaughter | 
cannon,’’ a devastating elbowsmash, | 
and the legendary cobra clutch ... 
Slaughter was not always so popular 
... His early years were character- 
ized by hatred from the fans ... 
That hatred grew when he entered the 
WWF area in 1980 and wrestled 
some of the most popular fan favor- 
ites in the sport . . . Challenged then- 
WWE heavyweight champion Bob 
Backlund several times for the title 
. . - Also wrestled Bruno Sammartino 
and Andre the Giant ... Moved to 
the Mid-Atlantic area in 1981 where 
he immediately established himself as 
one of the most dangerous men on the NWA wrestling 
scene ... When then-fan favorite Wahoo McDaniel was 
stripped of the U.S. heavyweight title in September 1981, 
a tournament was scheduled to determine a new champi- 
on ... One month later, in Charlotte, North Carolina, 
Slaughter won the U.S. title in that tournament ... The 
victory sparked a feud between Slaughter and McDaniel 
that would last a full year with the title changing hands 
several times as a result . . . The first title change after the 
tournament took place in Richmond, Virginia, as McDan- 
iel defeated Slaughter for the title on May 21, 1982... 
Slaughter was awarded the championship on June 7, 
1982, in Greenville, South Carolina, when McDaniel was 
unable to defend the title due to a leg injury . . . Slaugh- 
ter successfully defended the title until August 22, 1982, 
when McDaniel captured the belt in Charlotte, North 
Carolina . . . Slaughter switched to tag team competition, 
taking Don Kernodle on as his partner . . . When Gene 
and Ole Anderson were stripped of the NWA World tag 
team title, a tournament was held in Japan to determine 
new champions ... Slaughter and Kernodle won the 
tournament in September 1982 ... Continued to defend 
the world belts successfully until March 12, 1983, when 
Rick Steamboat and Jay Youngblood captured the cham- 
pionship in Greensboro, North Carolina, inside a steel 
cage .. . The match was one of the bloodiest melees Mid- 


Atlantic fans have ever witnessed .. . 
Slaughter entered the WWF in May 
1983 ... Continued to be hated by 
the fans due to his brutally formida- 
_ ble ring tactics . . . Late in 1983, an 
incident occurred that would alter the 
face of professional wrestling history, 
_ and that would change the course of 
Slaughter’s career forever ... After 
wrestling a televised match, Slaughter 
was trying to make his way back to - 
the dressing room area; at the same 
time, The Iron Sheik was trying to 
make his way to the ring for the next 
match ...

Slaughter's forearms press 
against the sides of the victim’s neck, weakening him 
severely and cutting down significantly on the flow of 
blood to the brain. It’s one of the most effective 
finishing holds in the entire sport.

lion against the ugliness of the 
night, but the reporter decided to 
confront his interviewee. “If you 
feel that way about it,” he said, 
feeling a tightening in his gut that 
meant his belly was begging him 
to reconsider, ‘‘Why did you both- 
er to consent to the interview?” 

There was a moment when the 
reporter feared One Man Gang 
was going to make a non-verbal 
response. Instead, Hart answered: 
“Because we want the world to 
know what's going on. We want 
the world to know that this fighting 
machine, One Man Gang, is being 
deprived of making his living be- 
cause other wrestlers don’t want to 
wrestle him. They’re scared. So 
we feel that it’s time to embarrass 
the so-called World Class , wres- 
tlers around here into stepping 
into the ring with him. So we’re 


doing this interview. If this sport One Man Gang backs Parsons into a corner and sana him with his massive right arm. Gang’s 
wasn’t so full of cowards, we manager, Gary Hart, has issued an open challenge to all World Class wrestlers. 
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wouldn't be here at gunpoint.” 

The waitress put another rob roy 
in front of the reporter. She 
didn’t ask One Man Gang if he 
wanted anything. Nobody in the 
place wanted to know what would 
happen if the guy had one too 
many. Everyone felt safer knowing 
whatever inhibitions the giant pos- 
sessed weren't being broken 
down by alcohol. One Man Gang 
didn’t ask for anything, so every- 
one was happy. Hart ordered a 
Dewars on the rocks. When it 
came, he knocked it back in a sin- 
gle swig. 

The reporter took a swig of his 
scotch and vermouth drink and 
felt his instinct for preservation slip 
away. He tumed to One Man 
Gang and said, “Do you ever 
speak for yourself?” The reporter 
prayed he hadn’t heard his voice 
correctly.

One Man Gang smiled, the kind 
of perverse grin that usually means 
some fly is about to be stripped of 
his wings.

his life, he’s been a loner. In Chi- 
cago as a kid, he was his own 
street gang, a band of one.

So when it comes to career 
moves, yeah, he listens to me. 
He’s no fool. But to answer your 
next stupid question before you 
ask, nobody tells him what to do 
in the ring. When he’s beating on 
some bozo like Iceman Parsons or 
Buck Zumhofe, I have nothing to 
do with it. That’s One Man Gang 
on his own, doing what he does 
better than anyone else in the 
world.” 

With that last sentence, One 
Man Gang made a sort of hideous 
expression somewhere between 
glee and cruelty. The reporter 
couldn’t resist remarking, “You 
like hurting people, don’t you?” 

One Man Gang laughed, his 
huge body shaking with volcanic 
intensity. The sound of the laugh 
was rich but homific, as if it was 


taking pleasure at someone else’s 
tragedy. “If he wasn’t a wrestler,” 
Hart said finally, “He’d be in jail. 
They'd lock him up for doing what 
he does in the ring outside the 
ring. Does he like hurting people? 
Yeah. He likes people as much as 
people like him. He can’t remem- 
ber when he didn’t want to hurt 
people, when he didn’t want to 
make them pay for not liking him. 
Maybe in the beginning he was 
just angry because he was differ- 
ent from everyone else.

HEN SOMEONE ASKS me 

to name some of the great- 
est scientific wrestlers in the histo- 
ry of the sport, my mind immedi- 
ately focuses on such luminaries 
of the mat sport as Lou Thesz, 
Vic Christy, Whipper Billy Watson, 
Pat O’Connor, Karl Gotch, and 
Verne Gagne. 

But that’s me. I’m the whiskey- 
straight-up generation. Now if 
you're talking about the choice of a 
new generation (to swipe the ad- 
vertising hook of a popular soft 
drink that has somehow managed 
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to corral Geraldine Ferraro into its 
ranks), the tequila-sunrise genera- 
tion and the strawberry-daquiri gen- 
eration, then you're talking about 
another set of names altogether. 

You're talking about men like 
Ronnie Garvin, Rick Martel, Mike 
Graham, Brian Blair, Kevin Von 
Erich, Lanny Poffo ... 

. and Bob Backlund. 

See, a lot of people don’t want 
to believe this, but Backlund is 
really one of the greatest scientific 
wrestlers there is. | sat up in the 
cheaper seats in the Meadow- 


lands when Pro Wrestling U.S.A. 
held its big “Star Wars ’85” card 
at the end of February. | sat, | 
watched, and | was disgusted. 

| was disgusted because refer- 
ee Dick Woherle received more 
cheers than Backlund did when 
he came into the ring. | was dis- 
gusted because fans actually 
booed when Backlund demon- 
strated some of the most profi- 
cient scientific maneuvers in the 
sport. | was disgusted because 
people would rather see The 
Road Warriors press Jerry Lawler 
over their heads six times. 

Okay, on a lot of days I’d rather 
see the Warriors demonstrate 
their awesome strength, too. But 
that still does not excuse the fans 
from the fact that they’re overlook- 
ing excellence, and it’s right un- 
der their noses. 

Sure, when Bob Backlund was 
WWF _ heavyweight champion, 
beating back the challenges of 
men like Hulk Hogan, Magnificent 
Muraco, Greg Valentine, Jimmy 
Snuka, and John Studd, he was 
cheered like crazy. But now that 
Hogan has the belt, the fans have 
turned on the former champ. Kick 
a man while he’s down? That’s 
the worst thing any human being 
can do.

And the same fans who 
cheered Backlund only a few 
years earlier were booing. 

And | was disgusted. 

Now’! agree with the next guy, . 
that Backlund should stop crying 
about the fact that he still should 
be considered the champ, about 
the fact that he never submitted 
to The Iron Sheik. He should get 
into that ring and prove that he 
still deserves to be champion. 

Well, Backlund is doing exactly 
that. A recent match against Larry 
Zbyszko, with Zbyszko’s Americas 
heavyweight title on the line, saw 
Backlund more aggressive and 
determined than I’ve seen him 
since leaving the WWF. 

Backlund may still be whimper- 
ing a little bit, but he’s in there 
trying.

beat him the next time I wrestle him, 
but I'll beat him eventually. There’s 
nothing he can do to stop me. That’s 
not bragging, simply a logical evalua- 
tion of the situation. I know what I can 
do. I know what he can do. Consider- 
ing that, there’s no way I can fail to be 
champion.” 

Every future champion has made a 
similar pronouncement at some time in 
his career. Also, every failed superstar 
has said something similar to that. 
Magnum is smart enough to know he’s 
at a very dangerous point in his career. 
He’s no longer North American cham- 
pion and he’s intent on taking the 
U.S. title right away—and_ ultimately 
capturing the NWA World title. If he 
fails, history tells us he'll be con- 
demned to the life of an also-ran. 

When asked about the chance he’s 
taking, Magnum says in a firm but 
quiet voice, “I don’t take foolish risks. 
I know that I either make it now or 
I'm in big trouble. But I'm ready to 
make my move. If I don’t do it now I 
never will. I guess I should be scared, 
but I’m not. Instead, I'm excited and 
just a bit curious to find out what 
happens. Maybe it'll all blow up in my 
face. I don’t think so. This is my mo- 
ment, I can feel it. If anyone should be 
scared, it’s Ric Flair.” 

People close to Flair say the NWA 
champion isn’t scared, but he is con- 
cemed. Those who see him training 
say he’s working on maneuvers de- 
signed to neutralize Magnum’s famed 
strength and agility. When the time 
comes, Flair will be ready for Magnum 
and Magnum will be ready for Flair. It 
promises to be a great match. It also 
promises to be the most important 
match in Magnum’s life.

Wolff, Albano, Mr. T, Hogan, several 
officials, and a dozen police officers.

Or better, how 
would Lauper take to Paul Orndorff 
hopping on stage in the middle of 
her singing ‘Girls Just Wanna Have 
Fun’? But the biggest question is 
this: Why did the New York State 
Athletic Commission, which — is 
supposedly the overseer of wres- 
tling in the Garden, allow Lauper 
and Mr. T, who was atténding the. 
match merely as a fan, to get in- 
volved in a potentially dangerous sit- 
uation? 

Football’s Super Bowl is notorious 
for its media buildup, but when it’s 
time to play the game, the game is 
played, unimpeded by any extrane- 
ous or incidental media noise. To 
paraphrase, The game's the thing. 

For the serious wrestling fan, most 
of the fire of the Hogan-Piper con- 
frontation—a wrestling match long 
anticipated—was destroyed the sec- 
ond Lauper and Mr. T stepped into 
the ring.

ability, | would have to say he is 
mediocre at best. Next time you see 
him wrestle, watch him closely. No- 
tice how few wrestling holds he em- 
ploys. His matches are generally 
short, and to a wrestling purist, very 
unsatisfying. He kicks and punches, 
but does little else. And the criticism 
we've been hearing from more and 
more wrestling fans is that you don’t 
always get your money's worth in a 
Hulk Hogan match. 

What is Hogan’s commitment to 
wrestling? On the night of a title de- 
fense against Magnificent Muraco in 
Los Angeles, Hogan, instead of pre- 
paring for the match, went to the 
Grammy awards as Cyndi Lauper’s 
bodyguard. Hogan defeated Muraco, 
but the question remains: How 
much better would he have per- 
formed if he had devoted himself 
totally to the match, and not let any 
distractions get in the way? And is 
he cheating the fans who expect the 
Hulkster to be at 100 percent in ev- 
ery match? | can’t answer these 
questions; only the fans and Hulk 
Hogan himself can. 

No one can deny Hogan's great 
popularity, which is the main reason 
he is on this month's cover. | would 
guess that millions of dollars worth 
of publicity have been spent by the 
WWF to promote Hogan. No wres- 
tler in history has ever been hyped 
as much. 

But getting back to abilities. We 
feel that Hogan, in a one-on-one en- 
counter with either Ric Flair or Rick 
Martel, would lose. Flair and Martel 
have an excellent background in am- 
ateur wrestling, which | feel is neces- 
sary for professional greatness. Ho- 
gan, on the other hand, has no 
amateur background. They are great 
athletes and great wrestlers. | know 
this may sound strange, but | believe 
that in a wrestling match with strictly 
enforced amateur rules, Hulk Hogan 
might be defeated by a talented col- 
lege wrestler. Perhaps this is why the 


Hogan’s clothesline against Cowboy Bob Orton 
is effective, but it is not ‘‘wrestling’’ in the classic 
sense. 


WWF makes sure that Hogan never 
wrestles a scientific wrestler. 

Wrestling fans are a lot smarter 
than some people give them credit 
for. After seeing the flashy science of 
Rick Martel, or the sheer dogged de- 
terminedness of Ric Flair, or the ex- 
citing youthful exuberance of Kerry 
Von Erich (who, by the way, was a 
great amateur wrestler), they very of- 
ten tell me that they are disappoint- 
ed by a Hulk Hogan match. 

Still, the final analysis must be 
made by you. And we at PW/ would 
be very interested in hearing what 
you have to say on the subject.

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not in the sport and they're not 
getting a piece of the hottest thing 
in sports. And John Stossel, | 
think he’s just bitter because he 
got hit by one David Shultz, which 
| was glad to see! That's what 
happens when you try to ruin 
someone’s career just so the 
sponsor can sell tires or 
something. 

Wrestling is a whole lot bigger 
than 20-20, and that makes the 
executives at ABC very jealous. 

What it all amounts to is wres- 
tling fans just aren’t taking the 20- 
20 story very seriously. It was not 
done for the sake of journalism; it 
was done because wrestling is 
hot and high ratings are guaran- 


teed. Said the producer of the 20- - 


20 segment entitled ‘Is This 
Sport?,”’ Bernie Cohen: “| knew 
that there would be interest now 
since wrestling is on such a 
comeback.” 

Stossel admits that for years he 
has been trying to prove that 
wrestling is fake: that the punches 
aren't really punches, that the 
bodyslams aren’t really body- 
slams, that the cuts are somehow 
faked, that the matches are pre-ar- 
ranged. He admits, however, that 
he was unable to find a wrestler 
to tell him what he wanted to 
hear. Then he met Mansfield and 
Wilson, two men whose reliability 
is questionable at best. Both of 
these men admit that they are bit- 
ter at the sport because they are 
being ‘‘blackballed” for speaking 
out against some of the actions of 
the sport’s high officials. Perhaps 
they have been barred from the 
particular areas in which they 
were wrestling at the time they 
made their statements, but judg- 
ing by how promoters around the 
country are getting along these 
days, | doubt if they could ever 
get together on banning two rela- 
tively obscure wrestlers. 


Shultz, McMahon, 


Mansfield and Wilson's _bitter- 
ness toward wrestling led them to 
making their ludicrous charges 
about the validity of the sport. As 
our mail (or lack of mail) indicates, 
wrestling fans have taken their 
motives into consideration and 
dismissed the charges as merely 
sour grapes. 

Why would 20-20 risk its solid 
journalistic reputation by taking 
the words of these two men at 
face value? One reason is the val- 
ue of the ratings they would re- 
ceive for running a story dealing 
with wrestling. Another reason 
could have something to do with 
the anger the network felt toward 
the sport after Stossel was struck 
on both sides of the head by Da- 
vid Shultz after the reporter ex- 
pressed his view that wrestling is 
fake. 

As a journalist, | deplore ‘‘Dr. 
D's” assault on Stossel. | also 
strongly condemn Vince McMa- 
hon Jr., the president of Titan 
Sports (which runs the WWF), for 
allegedly arranging the interview 
between Stossel and Shultz, one 
of the meanest men in the sport. 
and Titan 
Sports will all be named in a law- 
suit for damages, according to 
Stossel’s attorney, Robert Kelner 
(see Wrestling Enquirer on page 
42). But as a journalist, | also 
strongly resent the manner in 
which the 20-20 “investigation” 
was conducted. 

Stossel and Mansfield went into 
a gymnasisum, where the former 
wrestler showed how certain 
moves are executed so that the 
victim of the moves would not be 
hurt. Mansfield showed Stossel 
how to get the leverage to body- 
slam a larger man and the 150- 
pound reporter to lift him for a 
bodyslam. All this proved is that a 
smaller man can lift a larger man, 
which wrestling fans see happen 


in the ring every day. Once 
Stossel had Mansfield up, howev- 
er, he was not strong enough to 
slam him down with any force. 
Naturally, his bodyslam appeared 
fake, because compared to the 
ones The Road Warriors execute, 
for example, it was fake! 

Mansfield then showed Stossel 
how wrestlers fake having their 
heads smashed into the turnbuck- 
les. But every time Mansfield 
would perform the move, he 
would release Stossel at the last 
moment and John’s head would 
come up short of the turnbuckle. | 
have never seen anything like 
that happen during a wrestling 
match. 

Stossel then used videotape 
from a Madison Square Garden 
wrestling card to show how 
punches are supposedly faked. 
‘He ran a slow-motion tape of Dick 
Murdoch throwing a punch at 
Jack Brisco and Brisco snapping 
his head way before the blow 
landed. All this shows me is that 
Jack Brisco does not like being 
punched in the face and he is 
moving his head away to defend 
himself. Boxers do it all the time. 

Stossel never made a direct ref- 
erence to a tape of Jimmy 
Snuka’s “superfly,” which clearly 
made solid impact with the chest 
of its victim. And when Mansfield 
was supposedly- showing how 
wrestlers use razor blades to slice 
their own foreheads, the camera 
was focused on Stossel’s face, 
not Mansfield’s. | don’t think there 
is enough money to make a per- 
son endanger his own life by cut- 
ting himself! 

So, what’s the result of all this? 
Well, ABC’s got its ratings. John 
Stossel’s got his lawsuit. Eddy 
Mansfield and Jim Wilson have T- 
shirts knocking professional wres- 
tling that they are trying to sell for 
$10 a pop, and PWI has 12 let- 
ters. The rest of our readers just 
don’t care what Stossel or Mans- 
field or Wilson have to say.

er he wrestles, and appropriately so. 
But place him in thesring against the 
Warriors, and Hawk and Animal will 
wind up getting more cheers than 
him! 

“The Warriors are loved by the 
fans, despite their attitude toward 
the sport,” Peters continued. “I can’t 
imagine Hawk and Animal ever alter- 
ing their style to become scientific 
wrestlers, but then again | have seen 
Capt. Lou Albano become a fan fa- 
vorite, Nothing is impossible.” 

The fans, for the most part, don’t 
seem to care about whether their 


cheers will affect the Warriors—they 
simply know that the Warriors are 
the most awesome team in the 
sport, and they react with unbridled 
support. 

“| traveled all the way from Bos- 
ton to see the card in the Meadow- 
lands,” said Jim Carey, a fan seated 
at ringside for the February 24.“Star 
Wars ‘85’ card in New Jersey. “I 
came here to see The Road Warriors 
in the tag team battle royal, and in 
their match against Lawler and Von 
Raschke. | don’t care if they follow 
the rules or not; they're just so pow-

The Warriors and Ellering, howev- 


er, discount any value placed on the 
fans’ cheers. 

“I’ve heard all the criticisms from 
these bargain-basement _ analysts 
claiming that cheers will ruin the 
Warriors,” Ellering told Pro Wrestling 
Illustrated. “They say that Hawk and 
Animal will become swell-headed, 
that they will begin to cater to the 
wishes of those who cheer them, 
that they will become so self-impor- 
tant that it will affect their perfor- 
mance in the ring. 

“To those claims | say nonsense,” 
Ellering continued. “What | detect 
here is a note of supreme jealousy, 
jealousy at the fact that the Warriors 
are the most powerful, most destruc- 
tive, most awesome juggernauts in 
the history of professional wrestling, 
and no other team can possibly 
come close.” 

True—for now. But the only 
steady and certain quality about pro- 
fessional wrestling is change. If The 
Road Warriors grow accustomed to 
the cheers of the fans, they might 
subconsciously alter their style to 
accomodate the people cheering 
them. 

And that might spell the begin- 
ning of the end for the greatest tag 
team of all time. O

woman be so mean? 

Nicola ignored the questions, 
choosing instead to concentrate 
on her job. Her singleminded 
commitment made Gino Hernan- 
dez a much better wrestler than 
he ever was and the mark she 
made on World Class wrestling 
was an indelible one. 

Then, in a manner of speaking, 
Nicola Roberts killed herself and 
in the process destroyed an im- 
age that |, for the reasons stated 
above, had grown to admire. 

Nicola Roberts left Gino Her- 
nandez and the World Class area 
and moved to the Mid-Atlantic, 
landing the job as Tully Blan- 
chard’s valet, ending Tully’s 
search for “a perfect 10.” Nicola 
Roberts was buried and in her 
place was born a creature called 
Baby Doll. | spoke to Baby Doll 
over the phone a while back and 
here are some excerpts from a 
very demoralizing conversation. 

LIZ HUNTER: Nicola, now ... 

BABY DOLL: It’s Baby Doll, 
Liz, not Nicola, No more Nicola. 

LH: Excuse me, uh, Baby Doll. 
As Nicola Roberts, you broke 
through a sex barrier that had 
long existed. Many men even 
feared you, while women admired 
your good looks and_ forthright 
style. What made you change? 

BD: Well, Liz, I'm gonna be 
honest with you. I’ve known Tully 
Blanchard for a long, long time— 
much longer than Gino Hernan- 
dez—and I’ve always admired his 
style. Tully can take care of him- 
self while Gino really can’t. Tully 
doesn’t need a bodyguard, and 
frankly, | got tired of playing 
nursemaid to Gino.

BD: Where’s all this support 
you're talking about? | was booed 
everytime | stepped into*the ring. | 
was harrassed in restaraunts, 
movie theaters, and night clubs!

RATINGS ANALYSIS 


Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
a behind-the-scenes look at the most important—and 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


Pro Wrestling U.S.A.: You've read a lot about Pro Wrestling 
U.S.A. in the pages of Pro Wrestling Illustrated, and for good 
reason: It’s the only major wrestling television program that 
recognizes the stars of both the AWA and the NWA. 

Wrestlers who join with the Pro Wrestling U.S.A. group 
are in a unique position in the wrestling world. They can 
maneuver themselves into contention for not one, but two 
world titles: the NWA and the AWA World championships. 

In addition, the NWA and AWA tag team titles (currently 
held by the teams of Dusty Rhodes and Manny Fernandez and 
The Road Warriors, respectively) have been defended on Pro 
Wrestling U.S.A. cards, as have such major regional titles as 
the Americas heavyweight championship (currently held by 
Larry Zbyszko), the AWA junior heavyweight title (currently 
held by Steve Regal), and the U.S. heavyweight championship 
(currently held by Wahoo McDaniel). 

Some notes on the ratings below: In the Top 10 category 
of our normal ratings, AWA World heavyweight champion 
Rick Martel is rated number two to NWA World heavyweight 
champion Ric Flair’s number one. But in these Pro Wrestling 
U.S.A. ratings, with the strong emphasis on the AWA, Martel 
edges Flair and captures the number one spot ... Larry 
Zbyszko is rated number three due to the fact that he holds 
the only Pro Wrestling U.S.A. exclusively-recognized title, the 
Americas championship ... While there is a strong emphasis 
on the AWA in Pro Wrestling U.S.A., some AWA stars com- 
pete more in the Pro Wrestling U.S.A. group than they do in 
strictly the AWA. As a result, AWA grapplers who do not 
appear in the AWA category of our regular ratings, such as 
Baron Von Raschke, are rated in the top 10 of this Pro 
Wrestling U.S.A. category.
